

We’ve been betrayed 

Tesco workers’ anger at closure of distribution centre 


SUPERMARKET giant Tesco offer¬ 
ed little comfort to employees as it 
was accused of failing to answer 
questions over plans to close its 
distribution centre in Harlow. 
Angry workers clashed with com¬ 
pany representatives at a public 
meeting called by Harlow Council 
to consider the economic and 
social impact of the closure on the 
town. 

More than 100 attended Friday’s 
meeting at the Latton Bush Centre 
seeking answers about pay and 
conditions, but were repeatedly 
referred back to the ongoing con¬ 
sultation between the company, 
employees and the union USDAW - 
currently in its early stages.

Tesco spokeswoman Victoria 
McKenzie-Gould quashed rumours 
the depot at Flex Meadow was to be 
reopened as a ‘dot com hub’ or that 
an employment agency had been 
appointed to recruit workers for the 
firm’s new depot at Dagenham. 

“Our approach is absoultely not 
for our collegues to only move to 
Dagenham or to take redundancy,” 
she told the meeting. “We want to 
support every collegue to take a 
new role in Tesco. If they wish to no 
longer work for Tesco then we will 
support them with that decision. 

“I want to make it really clear that 


it was never our intention for 
Dagenham to open up at the 
expense of Harlow but instead to 
provide additional capacity.” 

She added: “Since starting the 
process, changes in shopping be¬ 
haviour, distribution, reduced store 
openings and, of course, the reces¬ 
sion mean that running both cen¬ 
tres at reduced capacity isn’t viable. 

“We are opening Dagenham inst¬ 
ead of keeping Harlow. Dagenham 
is better placed and 73 per cent big¬ 
ger, while Harlow is full to capaci¬ 
ty.” 

Tesco employees questioned 
changes to the terms and condi¬ 
tions of their contracts and raised 
concerns over the way the move 


was being handled by management 
but were repeatedly told their ques¬ 
tions would have to be addressed 
through the current consultation. 

East of England Euro MP and for¬ 
mer Harlow Council leader Richard 
Howitt, who sat on the panel, spoke 
of “broken promises”, adding that 
the closure of the Harlow distribu¬ 
tion centre was a “huge mistake” 
due to the site’s location and pro¬ 
ductivity levels, which were at an 
all-time high. 

“Until those jobs go they are not 
gone,” he said. “We will fight for 
them and I’m pleased that this 
meeting is a platform to start the

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Thousands of new homes 

planned for Harlow bonier

THOUSANDS of new homes could 
be built on the border between 
Harlow and Epping Forest if plans 
for a major new development at 
Latton Priory are approved. 

Although the proposals are cur¬ 
rently at draft stage, developers 
Hallam Land Management and 
Commercial Estates Group are 
hoping to build up to 2,500 prop¬ 
erties on the 250-hectare 
site south of the town. 

The mixed-use 
scheme could also 
include recreation 
facilities, shops, 
business units and a 
new school. 

Parts of the exist¬ 
ing woodland and 
green fields would be 
retained to provide 
the new development 
with a semi-rural setting, 
while key highway improvements 
- including a new bus service, 
cycleways and footpaths - would 
be funded as part of the project. 

The developers claim the project 
would create 3,000 new jobs over a 
20-year period and help pump an 
extra £20m per year into the local 
economy.

A spokesman told the Star: 
“These proposals are for a sus¬ 
tainable urban extension to the 
south of Harlow, designed to meet 
the demand for new homes in the 
local area. 

“Over the next 20 years, Latton 
Priory has the potential to 
deliver up to 2,500 homes 
for families, first-time 
buyers and the elder¬ 
ly, as well as new 
community facilities 
and employment 
space set within 
woodland, parks 
and green space.” 

But critics of the 
plans - including 
Harlow Civic Society 
fear the development 
could be the first link in an urban 
chain that could ultimately swal¬ 
low up the Green Belt separating 
Harlow and Epping. 

Civic society vice-chairman 
John Curry described the plans as 
“absolute madness”. 

“How much more of our green 
space is going to be eaten up by 



Council accused of U-turn over 
West Sumners development plans 


HARLOW Council has been 
accused of “showing contempt” 
for residents after refusing to 
pledge its opposition to plans 
for a new housing development 
on land west of Harlow. 

Residents living in Sumners 
have been fighting the 
proposals - which could see up 
to 1,200 homes, a new school 
and mixed retail units built on 
farmland bordering their estate 
- since they were first unveiled 
last year, citing concerns over 
increased traffic and 
inadequate public 
infrastructure. 

After winning the support of 
their Conservative ward 
councillors, the group were 
hoping to convince Harlow 
Council to try to block the 
plans, which will ultimately be 
determined by Epping Forest 
County Council. 

But at a full council meeting 
on Thursday night, the ruling 
Labour administration was 
accused of backing out of a 
cross-party agreement made in 
2006 to oppose large-scale 
development on Harlow’s 
southern and western borders 
after refusing to support a 
motion put forward by Cllr 


Linda Pailing calling on the 
authority to reiterate its stance. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Pailing told the Star: “It is 
perfectly clear to me that this 
administration has already 
commenced negotiations for 
developing the land to the 
south and west of our town. 

“I was accused of trying to 
build a wall around Sumners, 
but I don’t want a wall, I want 
proper infrastructure which 
will support any future 
development. 

“If that is not forthcoming, 
then we should not have the 
development at all.” 

But council leader Mark 
Wilkinson accused the Tories of 
scaremongering ahead of May’s 
county council elections. 

“The Tories clearly want to use 
this as a political football,” he 
said. “But we won’t be making a 
decision for or against these 
plans until we’ve consulted 
with the whole town and 
reviewed all the evidence. 

“Naturally, we can’t do this 
until a planning application has 
actually been submitted, but of 
course this doesn’t fit in with 
the timescales of the Tories’ 
election campaign.” 


ridiculous developments?” he 
said. “Thank God for Epping 
Forest because it’s the only thing 
stopping hare-brained developers 
from trying to concrete over the 
entire region. 

“This is urban sprawl that would 
not only wreak havoc on Harlow’s 
roads, but also bring precious few 
benefits to our town. 

“The civic society will be strong¬ 
ly opposing this scheme, although 
I’d sincerely hope it never gets off 
the ground.” 

As the land in question is techni¬ 


cally not within Harlow’s borders, 
the ultimate decision on whether 
to approve the scheme would rest 
with Epping Forest District 
Council - although Harlow 
Council would have to be consult¬ 
ed first. 

A spokesman for the authority 
told the Star: “If a planning appli¬ 
cation is submitted then Harlow 
Council will consider its response 
very carefully, based upon the 
details of the application and 
seeking to recognise any potential 
impacts on Harlow.”

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SIR, At last Thursday’s full council 
meeting we witnessed yet another 
Labour u-turn when they refused to 
back a Conservative motion opposing 
large scale development to the south 
and west of Harlow. 

When in opposition, Labour agreed 
with both the Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats that Harlow’s future 
development should be to the north 
of the town, thereby making best use 
of Harlow Town railway station and 
nearby shopping and leisure facilities 
and affording a stronger argument for 
a continuation of the A414 to a new 
junction on the Ml 1. 

I was shocked when Labour councillor 
Dennis Palmer spoke up in favour of 
the construction of some 2,000 houses 
and industrial units off Rye Hill Road. I 
suspect his constituents - not least the 
parents of St James’ School - will prove 
less enthusiastic. 

The infrastructure in this part of 
Harlow simply can not withstand the 
kind of developments being proposed. 
The inevitable increase in traffic will 
adversely impact on our quality of life 
and worsen road safety. 

But these concerns count for little 
when developers identify a handsome 
profit, Epping Forest District Council 
can meet its housing targets by 
dumping new homes on our borders 
and Harlow Council can look forward 
to generating additional income. 
Labour will retort that they will take 
residents’ concerns into consideration. 
Presumably that will be the same 
consideration they gave when they did 
u-turns over the welfare rights budget 
and the abolition of free car parking. 

It has taken us less than a year to 
wake up to the reality that Labour say 
one thing in opposition and then do 
another thing when in power. And 
we wonder why people have become 
cynical and disengaged.

Sumners residents care 
about the whole town 

SIR, Last week Harlow Council’s 
Labour administration defeated a 
motion on continued opposition to 
the West Sumners development in the 
Green Belt. 

Many of us in Sumners and 
Kingsmoor now question whether this 
council is interested in serving the 
whole of Harlow or is merely targeting 
certain areas in chasing votes for the 
imminent local elections. 

Part of the administration’s reasoning 
for this change of direction from 
earlier council decisions was that they 
now had to consider the development 
for the whole of Harlow. Since the new 
West Sumners development would be 
on Epping land, its houses would not 
be available to a single person on the 
Harlow waiting list and not a penny 
of council tax would be payable to 
Harlow Council. So how exactly would 
‘the whole of Harlow’ benefit? 

It seems highly likely from the 
meeting that the council has entered 
into some sort of prior consideration 
of the development, otherwise why 
are the councillors so coy on what they

think about the development and why 
will they not rule out the sale of access 
land owned by Harlow? 

Not only are Labour councillors 
failing to represent the interests of the 
residents of Sumners and Kingsmoor, 
they are also failing to consider the 
issues that affect the whole of Harlow. 
We are not selfish people who care 
only about our corner of the town; 
nothing could be further from 
the truth. We care about traffic in 
Edinburgh Way, Southern Way, Third 
Avenue, The Stow, Bush Fair, Parndon 
and Hare Street (to name just a few). 
We care that residents in the north 
of Harlow would be affected by a 
tidal wave of commuter vehicles 
entering the town from the south. 

We care about sewage capacity in 
the overburdened treatment plant. 

We care about water capacity for all 
Harlow residents. We also care about 
Harlow’s environment which is the 
heritage of all people in Harlow. 

If the council wants to represent all 
of Harlow then it should act on behalf 
of all its residents.

and act now to increase water and 
sewerage capacity. 

But please do not get into bed with 
developers who will vandalise Harlow’s 
environment and provide nothing 


but social and economic disruption 
in return for meagre investment in 
infrastructure that, if available at all, 
would be phased in and not be in 
place upfront. 

We are Harlow people in Sumners 
and we claim solidarity with our 
fellow citizens throughout the rest of 
the town. We ask the council not to 
marginalise and exclude us as if we 
don’t count.

He does not say how much extra 
Harlow Counil has received in parking 
fines and we hear nothing of the sav¬ 
ings made after refuse collections were 
changed, as well as other cash-raising 
schemes. 

He does not tell us that councillors 


have increased their expenses, a pay 
rise in all but name. How can they 
award themselves a rise like this when 
salaries are frozen? 

It seems there’s enough money for this 
but not for essential services. It’s nice 
to know our councillors have their 
priorities right - looking after number 
one first.

Couple ‘lucky to be 
alive’ after arson 
attack guts home 


A DISTRAUGHT couple say 
they have “lost everything” 
after their home was destroyed 
in a devastating arson attack. 

Sue Bashforth (46) and Lorr¬ 
aine Turner (42) escaped with 
their lives after becoming 
trapped inside a bedroom as 
the blaze ripped through their 
ground-floor flat in Pennymead 
last Sunday. 

As the Star reported last 
week, the couple and a friend 
were fast asleep when the fire 
broke out and were only woken 
when their three cats started 
howling in distress. 

“Words can’t describe how 
terrified we all were - the whole 
flat was full of thick black 
smoke and it was difficult to 
breathe,” said Lorraine. 

“Thank God for our cats 
because if we hadn’t heard 
them howling we’d all be dead.” 

Fire investigators believe the 
blaze was started deliberately 
after flammable liquids were 
poured through a catflap in the 
front door. 

“Whoever did this must have 
known the front door is the only 
way in and out of our flat,” said 
Lorraine. “It meant we were 
trapped inside by the flames. 
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“The whole hallway was alight 
and there was no other way 
out.” 

Because the council-owned 
flat had been fitted with safety 
windows that only partially 
open, the trio were forced to 
barricade themselves in the 
bedroom while they waited for 
firefighters to arrive. 

“We put a towel under the 
door to try and stop more 
smoke from coming in,” said 
Lorraine. 

“Although the firefighters got 
there in about five minutes it 
felt like a lifetime.” 

As the blaze was blocking the 
only way out of the property, 
fire crews had to extinguish the 
flames before they could lead 
the women to safety. 

For asthma sufferer Sue, the 
wait was unbearable. “I was 
really struggling to breathe,” 
she said. 

“Lorraine had to hold my head 
out the window while we were 
waiting because she was wor¬ 
ried I’d pass out.” 

It took firefighters more than 
20 minutes to put out the blaze, 


by which time it had completely 
gutted the hallway and kitchen 
and caused severe smoke dam¬ 
age to the rest of the one-bed¬ 
room flat. 

“We’ve lost everything,” said 
Lorraine. “Even our cats have 
had to go to a foster home. 

“We couldn’t afford contents 
insurance,so we’re going to 
have to start again from 
scratch.” 

The couple, who had been cel¬ 
ebrating their engagement the 
night before the fire, have been 
temporarily rehomed by Har¬ 
low Council. But Lorraine said 
they now wanted to leave the 
town for good. 

“We’ve had homophobic 
abuse before but we’re now 
scared that someone has got it 
in for us,” she said. 

“If we get rehoused in Harlow, 
who’s to say they won’t try 
something like this again?” 

Police confirmed they were 
treating the blaze as arson with 
intent to endanger life and have 
appealed for any witnesses to 
come forward. 

A force spokesman said: “We 
urge anyone with information 
on this arson attack to contact 
investigating officers on 101.” 


Robber threatens woman with knife 


A WOMAN was threatened with a knife and forced 
to hand over her purse and mobile phone as she was 
walking home through Harlow in the early hours of 
Sunday. 

The robbery took place near the underpass in 
Tripton Road at 1.30am. 

A man approached the 23-year-old victim from 
behind and threatened her with a blade, forcing her 
to hand over her purse, a black Blackberry 9900 
phone and a set of keys. 

Detective Constable Laura Cuthbert said: “This is 
a despicable attack on a lone woman making her 
way home from a night out and we would be keen to 
hear from anyone who has recently been offered a 


Blackberry on the cheap.” 

The attacker, who spoke with a local accent, is 
described as being approximately six foot tall and 
of medium build. He was wearing a dark hoodie, 
navy tracksuit bottoms and dark trainers. 

This week police repeated their warning to women 
to consider their safety while walking home alone 
late at night. 

“We strongly advise that women don’t return 
home alone late at night and instead catch a lift, 
hail a licenced taxi or walk in pairs or groups,” said 
DC Cuthbert. 

Anyone with information about the robbery is 
urged to contact Harlow police station on 101.

fight for those jobs and worker’s rights.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who also sat 
on the meeting’s panel alongside council 
leader Mark Wilkinson, council cabinet 
member Tony Durcan and USDAW rep¬ 
resentative Simon Vincent, said Tesco 
needed to do more to address concerns 
over pay and conditions. 

“This is one of the most distressing 
things that I think has happened to 
Harlow in terms of all the employees 
affected,” Mr Halfon told the meeting. 

“I have been in almost daily contact 
with Tesco in the past few weeks and I 
am grateful for them to replying so 
promptly, even if I may not agree with 
everything they are doing. 

“My biggest concern is the issue of 
wages and workers’ terms and condi¬ 
tions, as well as those staff that are not 
directly employed by Tesco but are work¬ 
ing at the distribution centre, such as the 


catering and cleaning staff who have 
been told they must reapply as if they’ve 
never worked for the company.” 

Speaking after the meeting, one long¬ 
term employee told the Star he felt 
“betrayed” by Tesco. 

The man, who asked to remain anony¬ 
mous, said: “To be quite honest I feel I’m 
being treated like scum after so many 
years of loyal service. 

“They’ve been changing the conditions 
at work and the rules in the last five 
years. Tesco’s treatment of its employees 
in Harlow is just ridiculous and com¬ 
pletely unfair. 

“They aren’t providing answers. In my 
one-to-one meeting I was told I could ask 
questions on my employment contract, 
but when I did all I was told was that I’d 
get answers in a future one-to-one meet¬ 
ing which is yet to be booked. 

He added: “After working for the com¬ 
pany for over 20 years, I feel betrayed 
with the way I’m now being treated.”

Super peak rail 
fares ‘crippling’

HUNDREDS of Harlow rail commuters will 
be “priced out” of using rush hour services 
if the Government decides to press ahead 
with plans to hike up peak fares, Labour 
parliamentary hopeful Suzy Stride has 
warned. 

Speaking at the launch of a campaign to 
derail the proposals, Ms Stride said the price 
rises - which could see some fares rocket by 
a wallet-busting 40 per cent - would “crip¬ 
ple” commuters already reeling from 
January's above-inflation hike in season 
ticket costs.

Ambulance 
bust fails to 
make grade 


THE East of England Ambulance 
Service has been ordered to 
improve after failing to meet its 
care and welfare targets. 

The instruction from the Care 
Quality Commission follows 
criticism of the trust’s 
deteriorating performance for 
ambulance response times. 

The CQC inspection report 
found EEAST met standards in 
four out of five categories - but 
failed to make the grade in the 
care and welfare of people using 
its services. 

Emergency response times 
deteriorated during 2012, and 
while the trust achieved its targets 
in places such as Luton and 
Peterborough, it regularly failed 
to meet them elsewhere. 

The report also noted that 
patients could not be assured they 
would receive care in a “timely 
and effective manner”. 

Staff said the volume of eme¬ 
rgency calls had increased but 
there were not enough employees 
to deal with them. They also cited 
delays in handing over patients at

hospitals and in sending back-up 
ambulances to incidents. 

Last week, care minister Norman 
Lamb arranged for ambulance 
staff to meet local MPs and health 
minister Earl Howe to discuss 
their concerns. 

He said: “Clearly the board has 
to be held to account for this 
failure. It’s the first time a trust 
has failed to meet a standard and 
that has to be taken seriously.” 

The report’s findings came as no 
surprise to EEAST interim chief 
executive Andrew Morgan, who 
admitted the trust needed to 
make urgent improvements. 

“I acknowledge that our response 
times at the moment are not 
acceptable,” he said. 

“We know we have got problems. 
The things we say we’re going to 
do, we will do. We will improve 
services across the East of 
England, but particularly in our 
rural patches.”

Essex County Council 
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Sibling rivalry propelled 
Martin to new heights 


M LITTLE bit of sibling rivalry 
can go a long way - just ask 
1 . Adchampion trampolinist 
Martin Horne. 

As the younger brother of Harlow’s 
decorated diving ace Roy Horne - 
profiled in last week’s Nostalgia - 
few would have begrudged him a 
life lived away from the limelight. 

But Martin had other ideas, and 
his determination to emerge from 
his brother’s shadow and make his 
own name in the world of sport 
would ultimately propel him to 
dizzying new heights. 

As was the case with Roy, who 
began diving competitively at the 
age of ten, Martin was an early 
starter - although the trampoline 
wasn’t his first love. 

“Funnily enough, I was originally 
the one who took up diving, and 
Roy started out on the trampoline. 
For some reason we then crossed 
over - who knows what would have 
happened if we hadn’t swapped!” 

But it was a switch that ultimately 
saw both Mark Hall School pupils 
rise to the very top of their

respective fields, with Martin’s 
remarkable tally of over 40 medal 
wins giving even his prolific older 
brother a run for his money. 

“There was always healthy 
competition between us - sibling 
rivalry is only natural,” the former 
Harlow High Club member recalled. 

“But to be honest, we didn’t see a 
huge amount of each other outside 
of school because we were both so 
busy training and competing. It was 
tough but it’s a price you have to 
pay if you’re trying to reach the top 
of your game.” 

While Martin’s choice of sport 
meant he would never have a shot at 
Olympic glory (trampolining only 
became an Olympic sport in 2000), 
it didn’t stop the teenage prodigy 
from dreaming big. 

When he was overlooked by 
England selectors in 1973 after 
illness forced him to miss 
international trials, the under-15 
champ set off on a revenge mission, 
dedicating the following year to 


beating every athlete who had made 
the squad ahead of him. 

“I was absolutely gutted when I 
wasn’t picked,” he said. “I’d just had 
my best-ever season, but I was told I 
couldn’t compete for Great Britain. 

“The British Trampolining 
Federation simply didn’t want to 
give a young lad like me a place 
ahead of older competitors, even 
though I’d proved I was ready.” 

Despite continuing to pick up 
medals - including a silver at the 
1974 European Open - 
disillusionment had begun to set in. 
When a serious neck injury then 
forced him to take a two-year break, 
it was only a matter of time before 
he decided to call it a day. 

But despite not setting foot on a 
trampoline for the next 20 years, he 
returned to the sport in the late-90s, 
and now coaches at Harlow 
Leisurezone. 

“My only regret was walking away 
when I did,” he said. “I could have 
had a shot at the Men’s World Cup. 
It’s just a shame the England 
selectors never took a chance on 
me.”

IT'S grown to become one of the most 
popular fundraising events in Harlow 
and this year organisers of the St 
Clare Hospice Midnight Walk will be 
pulling out all the stops to make it 
bigger and better than ever. 

This year the walk, which once again 
is being supported by the Star, take 
splace on the evening of Saturday, July 
6. That’s exactly 100 days from today 
(Thursday) - 100 days for you, your 
family, friends and workmates to sign 
up to ‘do it in the dark’ and paint the 
town pink. 

This year, for the first time, there will 
be two routes - the usual 10km walk 
and, for those wanting to join in the 
fun but unable to complete the longer 
distance, a 5km alternative. 

Both will start from the Water 
Gardens car park in Harlow town cen¬ 
tre at 10.30pm. 

Last year more than 1,200 people took 
part in the Midnight Walk, which was 
the sixth held by St Clare.

And as before, 
all participants will receive a fabu¬ 
lously pink T-shirt and a goody bag 
filled with great things. 

One of those who will definitely be 
lining up at the start is 21-year-old 
Georgie Beck, who is spearheading the 
campaign to encourage people to take 
part. 

Georgie’s mum Tracy, who lived in 
Harlow, was cared for at St Clare four 
years ago after she was diagnosed with 
cancer. She died when Georgie was just 
17. 

“Mum was adamant she didn’t want 
to go into the hospice,” said Georgie. 
“She thought it was just a place to pop 
her clogs, but she went in - and back 
home again - maybe five times over six 
months. 

“She said it was the nearest thing to 
feeling like home and we felt that, too. 

“People often told me that they knew 
how I felt but it was only the staff at the 
hospice who I believed really got what 
I was going through. They really lis¬ 
tened and were on hand to talk about 
everything.” 

Georgie, her friends and family have 
taken part in four Midnight Walks and 
will be there again this year. 

“It’s part of our calendar now,” she 
said. “It’s truly emotional but inspira¬ 
tional and I know Mum would have 
loved to have been there with us. She 
loved that sort of thing.” 

The official launch of the Midnight 
Walk takes place in the Water Gardens 
on Wednesday (April 3) from 10am- 
2pm. So if you are in the town centre, 
why not pop along and pick up a regis¬ 
tration form.

Tyrone’s directorial debut

A PROMISING young actor from Harlow 
is set to make his directorial debut next 
month with an ambitious new adaptation 
of Shakespeare's Othello. 

Tyrone Samuels {picturedright) will take 
the helm for Venture Wolf Productions' 
modern re-imagining of the Bard's classic 
tale of envy, lust and murder at The 
London Theatre in New Cross from April 
16. 

It will be the first time the talented 
25-year-old has sat in the director's chair, 
having appeared on stage in scores of arm- 
dram productions since graduating from 
Harlow College in 2007. 

But rather than finding the transition 
daunting, it's a challenge the former Moot 
House Player is relishing. 

"I'm really looking forward to it," he 
told the Star. "I wanted to stage this play 
because it was really interesting how the 
characters interacted with one another. 

"The social conflicts between individuals 
had me hooked to the point where the end 
of each act had me in suspense. 

"What was exciting to me was the idea 
of taking a group of people out of their 
comfort zone to watch their raw emotions 
unravel from their own jealousy, pride, 
integrity and insecurities." 

In Tyrone's modern take on the tragedy, 
Othello is a decorated general despatched 
to the Middle East following the outbreak 
of the first Gulf War. 

But when he overlooks trusted friend

FOLLOWING the triumph of his 
opening ceremony for the London 
Olympics which attracted an 
estimated worldwide TV audience of 
900 million, Oscar-winning director 
Danny Boyle returns to the smaller 
canvas of the big screen. 

Art auctioneer Simon (James 
McAvoy) runs up massive gambling 
debts and agrees to clear his arrears 
by helping criminal Franck (Vincent 
Cassel) to steal a Goya painting as it 
goes under the hammer. 

The heist goes as planned until 
Simon puts on a show in front of the 
auction house security guards by 


tasering Franck. The thief retaliates 
by knocking Simon unconscious. 

The auctioneer wakes bloodied and 
disoriented, suffering from severe 
memory loss which is unfortunate 
when it transpires that the painting 
has gone missing and its location is 
buried deep within Simon's fractured 
memory. 

So Franck enlists the services of 
hypnotherapist Elizabeth (Rosario 
Dawson) to dig deep within his 
subconscious to tease out the 
location of the stolen canvas. 

At first, Simon is reluctant to allow 
Elizabeth to go rooting around in his 
mind in front of Franck and sidekicks 
Nate (Danny Sapani), Dominic (Matt 
Cross) and Riz (Wahab Sheikh). 

In order to gain his trust, Elizabeth 


allows Simon to temporarily take 
control of the four criminals through 
hypnotic suggestion. But as the 
sessions begin and Elizabeth spends 
increasing amounts of time with 
Simon, she sparks an attraction with 
her patient which crosses professional 
boundaries. 

Filmed on location in London, 
Trance is a tricksy psychological 
thriller which plays loose and fast 
with our preconceptions. 

As a mind-bending trip the film isn't 
quite as smart as it pretends to be, 
tipping the wink to one major plot 
twist far too early. However, Boyle's 
bravura direction energises every 
frame, eliciting strong performances 
from his ensemble cast. 

Boyle and cinematographer 


Anthony Dod Mantle don't 
distinguish between reality and 
fantas, so we're never quite sure if 
events are unfolding as a dream. 

McAvoy, Dawson and Cassel 
form the three points of a volatile 
and erotically charged menage a 
trois which culminates in a scene of 
unexpected full frontal nudity that 
takes the breath away. 

The rest of Boyle's film attempts a 
similar feat and while it certainly gets 
our pulse racing, we anticipate where 
the director is taking us and for 
the most part hold on tight for the 
numerous hairpin twists and turns.

Should I Withdraw my Property following an 


We are often asked by our clients 
whether they should withdraw 
their property from the market 
once an acceptable offer has been 
made. There are a number of 
angles on this subject which should 
be considered in the context of 
each specific set of circumstances. 
Firstly, from an ethical perspective, 
it could be argued that once you 
have agreed to sell to someone, 
you have given them your word, 
and leaving the property on the 
market could be regarded as a 
suggestion that you would renege 
if a better buyer came along. 

This can encourage gazumping 
(where a higher offer is accepted 
over the original one). 

Some vendors would not have a 
problem with this. However, in 
practical terms it is often the case 
that once the original buyer falls 
away in favour of the new, higher, 
buyer, the new buyer feels the 
pressure is off, and they regret 
having offered more than the 
market price. Their offer is 
subsequently reduced 
(gazundering). This practice often 


serves to frustrate the vendor and 
even risk the sale. The first offer is 
usually the best offer. 


However, there is no point in 
taking your property off the 
market if your buyer is not in a 
strong buying position or has a 
linked transaction. This latter 
situation reduces the saleability of 
your home to the saleability of any 
linked properties, over which you 
have no control. 


So our advice is generally only to 
remove your property from the 
market, perhaps for a fixed period 
of time (say two weeks to keep 
the pressure on the buyer to 
perform) when you have 
confirmation from the buyer s 
solicitor that they have no linked 
sale, have their mortgage in 
principle and deposit available.

Town can reap the rewards 
from new Enterprise Zones 


WITH the new Harlow Enterprise Zones being 
recently agreed and introduced by the Government, 
this has meant that two major areas of land in the 
town now have Enterprise Zone status. 

The first is a 57-acre mixed use site at London 
Road including the former Nortel campus and land 
to the north, while the second is a 69-acre industrial 
area covering the north eastern corner of 
Templefields. Both these sites are designated as 
employment land. 

The two sites have different emphases - light 
industrial and light/heavy industrial and 
manufacturing. The main implications/benefits 
this will bring to Harlow include: 

• A 100 per cent business rate discount - 
companies will not be required to pay business 
rates during the first five years of the Enterprise 
Zone launch. 

• Simplified planning approaches which will 
ensure flexibility for the private sector and more 
development will be permitted through the 
production of Local Development Orders. This will 
help promote growth and attract companies to 
create jobs in the area. 

• Businesses situated in the zone will benefit from 
access to superfast broadband. 

• The county council will be required to provide 
new road measures which will include additional 
traffic lights and access road improvements from 
the A414 to the London Road site and a new link 
from Templefields to the Cambridge Road to 
provide easier in-out access. 

Businesses are said to receive a boost worth 
millions of pounds which, it is hoped, will create 
thousands of jobs in the future. 


These Enterprise Zones were first tried in the 
1980s. There have been criticisms that Enterprise 
Zones failed to deliver long-term jobs but it has also 
been claimed lessons have been learned through 
previous experience and they are set to provide a 
number of long-term benefits for the town and the 
wider areas. 

The one concern that some may have is what 
impact they will have on the rest of Harlow in 
relation to property demand and requirements. 
Surely if businesses can get 100 per cent rate relief 
in the EZs then these businesses will want to be 
located within these zones in order to reduce their 
outgoings. 

Landlords of commercial property outside of the 
zones may find it increasingly difficult to let/sell 
their space and in turn may have to provide 
significant incentives to attract tenants, 
significantly reduce the asking price or even think 
of alternative uses for their properties. 

Commercial property specialists such as Coke 
Gearing, who cover the Harlow area, must continue 
to provide the best possible advice to landlords and 
tenants alike so that the areas outside the zones do 
not suffer.
